We should have 2,000 feet of 2%” double jacket hose this year. 
We appreciate the new hydrants that have been installed this 
past year, but we still have many places in town that require long 
hose lines and at times we have to reload our trucks with un- 


dependable hose while drying used hose.

JANUARY 1 TO DECEMBER 31, 1953 


In public health nursing the value of guidance and supervision 
through home visits can not be over-stated. Much of your nurse's 
time has centered around visits to expectant mothers, infants, pre- 
school and school children, adults, exceptional children and to 
cases of communicable. diseases. 

Child health conferences have been held monthly since Febru- 
ary. Each child attending received a physical examination. Kighty- 
three children were immunized against diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus and forty-six wexe vaccinated against smallpox. 

Due to the limited nursing service during this past year, audio- 
meter testing was not done in the schools but plans have been 
made to do this during the coming year. The parents of children 
with a hearing loss will be notified by the teacher. This does not 
mean the child is deaf but prompt treatment at this time may 
prevent complete loss of hearing in the future. 


During February, two hundred twenty-three students at Matta- 
nawcook Academy were given the tuberculin test. All positive 
reactors, as well as their parents, were x-rayed at the Regional 
Chest X-ray Clinic. 

Many children from Lincoln have attended the Pediatric, Car- 
diac, Crippled Children’s, and Mental Health Clinics. These clinics 
are sponsored by the Department of Health and Welfare. Refer- 
rals are made by the family physician through the public health 
nurse. At the Regional X-ray Clinics held in May and November 
ninety-four people were x-rayed. 

Through the efforts of the Lincoln Health Council a Commun- 
ity X-ray Survey was held in Lincoln in June. Results of the x-ray 
findings were mailed to each individual from the Division of 
Tuberculosis Control,

I herewith submit the eleventh annual report of the Lincoln 
Health Association. 

There were eight meetings held this year with the average at- 
tendance of seven. 

Dr. Ball was appointed chairman of the program committee 
and Mr. Webster volunteered to take care of the publicity. 

The child health conferences were resumed in February, the 
Congregational and Methodist churches contributing. facilities 
for holding them each month. Miss Hayes, District Supervising 
Nurse, sent a nurse each month. Mrs. Mary Harding volunteered 
to take the chairmanship and procured helpers from the Legion 
Auxiliary. 

There were several High School students discovered to have 
Tuberculosis and the patch test was offered to all High School 
and eighth grade students. One hundred fifty-six from the high 
school and sixty-seven from the eighth grade took it. 

Miss Ruth Clough of the State Department of Health and Wel- 
fare was contacted regarding a mass chest x-ray clinic; this was 
held in June for all citizens fifteen years and older and those of 
Woodville and Chester were invited, 
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There were two regional x-ray clinics held during the year, 
one in May and one in November. One thousand, four hundred 
six people from Lincoln and seventy-seven people from other 
towns were x-rayed. 

Mrs. Helen Weatherbee came as Health Nurse in October.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens: 


I herewith submit the following report of the conditions and 
progress of your schools for the past year. 


The following new teachers were employed for the school 
year 1953-54: Mattanawcook Academy: John Royal, Mathematics 
and Football Coach; Pearl Stetson, English I and II; Adelbert 
Roberts, Grade VIII, and Lois Dickinson, Grade VIII. Ballard 
- Hill School: Blanche Haynes, Grade V and Marguerite Buck, 
Grade III. Primary School: Grace Greene, Grade II and Leona 
Roberts, Grade I. Lincoln Center School: Vera Shedd, Grades I, 
II, and III. 

The schools in the town of Lincoln lost a faithful and highly | 
esteemed teacher in the sudden death of Miss Ruth Ballantyne 
during the fall term of school. Miss Ballantyne was a graduate of 
Gorham Normal School in the class of 1924 and in 1950 she re- 
ceived her B.S, degree from the University of Maine. Miss Ballan- - 
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tyne had taught school for twenty-eight years, the last eight of 
which were in Lincoln. 


The courses in Industrial Arts and Driver Education were not 
offered at Mattanawcook Academy during the school year 1953- 
54. Because of the late resignation of the former instructor, your 
school officials were unable to secure the services of a certified 
teacher to fill this position. Expenditures in the high school teach- 
ers salaries account and supply account are less than anticipated 
because of this change in the school curriculum. 


All communities in the state must comply with the provisions 
of the New Minimum Salary Law beginning September 1, 1954. 
Adjustments will have to be made in some instances in the Lincoln 
salary schedule to bring it in line with the state requirements. 
From a survey made on teachers’ salaries in Maine municipalities 
with a population of 2,500 and over in September 1953, Lincoln 
stands in 50th place out of 75 communities listed. It has always 
_been possible in previous years to fill vacancies with teachers 
from smaller communities whose salary scale was lower than the 
one in Lincoln. This source of securing teachers is going to he 
reduced as all Maine communities will have salary schedules as 
high as Lincoln and many much higher. It may be necessary to 
raise the present salary scale higher than that required by the 
state if Lincoln is to secure good teachers. From the above facts 
it is evident that the costs of maintaining your schools are to be 
increased in future years. 


We are all looking forward to the completion of the new four- 
teen-room elementary school building. Much was accomplished on 
this project during the past summer. The building site was. cleared 
and much of the site was rough graded. A road was built from 
the main highway to the edge of the building site so that heavy 
equipment might be brought onto the ground early in the spring. 
The sewer and water lines have been laid to the edge of the 
school site. The above accomplishments should greatly accelerate 
the actual building program, which according to present plans, 
is to begin early in the spring. 
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School enrollments continue to increase in Lincoln as well as 
in many other communities in the state and nation. At present 
there is an enrollment of 109 pupils in the sub-primary class at the 
Primary School. Nearly all other grades in your schools are over- 
crowded. Your school officials hope that some rooms will be avail- 
able in the new school building when school opens in September 
so that the overcrowded conditions in some grades may be eased 
at that time. 


A considerable amount of money was spent during the past year 
for schoolhouse repairs. The major accomplishments were as fol- 
lows: 


Tene Primary School was painted. Two floors were sealed 
and new furniture was purchased for both sub-primary 
rooms at this building. 


2. At the Ballard Hill School four classrooms were redecorated, 
extra radiators were placed in the two north rooms on the 
ground floor, the ceiling in the music room was refinished 
with 12” ceiling tile, two classroom floors were sealed and 
new furniture was purchased. 


3. At the Academy new furniture was purchased. Money from 
the Cobb Fund was used to replace the tar and gravel roofs 
at this building. 


‘In addition to the regular school appropriations your school 
officials are asking for an appropriation of $4,800 for the purchase 
of a new school bus. The new unit is to replace the old Ford bus 
which was purchased in 1945. 


In closing I wish to thank the teachers, parents, and School 
Committee for their support and cooperation during the past year.

Lincoin Memorial Library 


To the Chairman and Members of the Board of Trustees: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as librarian of the 
Lincoln Memorial Library. 

With the coming of television to Lincoln we have felt a slight 
decrease in our patronage and yet the library is a very busy place 
most of the time. Reference work has increased considerably, 
making us realize that more and more people are discovering that 
their public library can provide answers to many problems. We 
have given special attention to the schools and find our efforts 
much appreciated. 

With careful buying and selection of books during the year we 
have managed to stay within our budget. A strict budget is very 
necessary and requires careful distribution to cover all expendi- 
tures of the library. As new books are continually being published 
and readers are anxious to keep abreast of the reading world, stra- 
tegic managing is required. The auditorium received a new coat 
of paint this last spring, transforming it from a dull and drab 
room to one that is inviting and cozy and is in use much of the 
time. 


Our annual summer reading club was started in June with 23 
children enrolled. It was called “By Rocket to Adventure.” This 
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created a great deal of interest as each reader went from one 
planet to another for each book read. They were required to read 
15 books including 3 non-fiction. Interest ran so high that a num- 
ber of the readers completed more than one trip. Seventeen mem- 
bers received certificates and were given rockets as souvenirs. 


It was a pleasure to attend the Round Table of the Maine State 
Library held at Bar Harbor in June. This is one of the highlights 
of the year and always instills enthusiasm as new ideas are cir- 
culated among the librarians. 


This year the Maine Library Association Convention was held 
at the State House and it was my very great pleasure to make my 
first visit there. We were most graciously entertained at tea at the 
Blaine House by Governor and Mrs. Cross. The usual workshop 
was in the form of a panel discussion conducted by Miss Dorothy 
Randolph, Secretary of the Vermont Library Commission and was 
greatly enjoyed. The guest speakers for the Convention were two 
well-known authors of today, Elizabeth Yates and Dorothy Clarke 
Wilson. 

National Book Week was observed in November with special 
activities. New children’s books were on display and a special 
exhibit of the books given to the library by the Lincoln Junior Ex- 
tension Association. The Primary School pupils visited as . usual 
and were much interested in the two displays that made up the 
contest for the older boys and girls — a display of dolls dressed 
as story-book characters which the girls were to name, and for the 
boys an arrangement of objects which represented well known 
beoks. The eighth grades received library instruction. 

An informal reception was held for all Lincoln school teachers 
with Miss Marion Shaw of the State Library as guest speaker. The 
Fireside Reading Club served refreshments which added a friend- 
ly atmosphere. It is our sincere wish to give every possible help to 
those teaching the youth of our schools and to put good reading 
at their disposal. Also during this special week a public lecture 
was held in the auditorium with Mr. Nicolas Smith of Bar Harbor 
-as guest speaker, This proyed to be very successful and very in- 
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teresting to those attending. His subject was “Maine Indians.” 

The usual story hour started during Book Week and continued 
until ‘April. The total attendance for this year’s session was 355 
children. Many thanks go to the residents who have assisted at 
these story hours. 

I wish to extend our sincere appreciation to the Junior Extension 
Association for their generous gift to the library, also to all others 
who have given books and magazines this year. 

The 1953 edition of the World Book Encyclopedia has been 
added to the reference shelves to help bring our reference material 
up to date. Also, a new revised world atlas has been purchased. It 
is not possible for a small library to carry all the material that is 
asked for during the year, but the Maine State Library and the 
Bangor Public Library are very cooperative and have loaned us 
189 books and magazines. I wish to extend my thanks to the Board 
of Trustees for their cooperation and interest in our efforts to 
make our library a live and active educational and cultural center 
for the citizens of Lincoln.

TOWN CLERK: 


All records maintained by the Clerk were carefully examined 
and were found to have been a neat record and completely kept. 

The records of the annual town meeting were found to be in 
agreement with records of other town officials. It was noted all 
town officials so required, had been properly sworn in and bonded. 

The dog tax collected by the Clerk was verified and found to 
have been properly handled. Money so collected was promptly 
remitted to the State Treasurer and receipts from the State Treas- 
urer were in evidence. | 


TOWN TREASURER: 


The books and records of the Treasurer were given a very close 
and careful examination and found to have been very well kept. 
It was determined that all money received had been properly 
receipted for and the money prompily deposited. It was noted 
that numbered triplicate receipts were used and that every receipt 
was accounted for. 

All disbursements had been made by check. Payrolls, bills, 
statements and other records were in evidence to substantiate 
all expenditures. | 

All money received for tax liens, and tax acquired real estate 
was properly handled as was the money received for notes pay- 
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able, payroll deductions, trust funds and sewer assessments. 

Exhibit B and B-1 of this report of audit set forth a detailed 
statement of the Treasurer's cash receipts and disbursements. 

A reconciliation of the cash balance as of January 30, 1954 in 
the amount of $70,699.67 was made and the findings set forth un- 
der Schedule 1 in the report of audit. | 

The petty cash account held by the Treasurer in the amount of 
$100.00 was verified by actual count. 


TAX COLLECTOR: 


A commitment of $262,976.00 was given to the Collector. A 
further charge of $9.00 was added, making a total charge against 
the Collector of $262,985.00. 

Of this amount $245,121.76 was turned in to the Treasurer by 
cash, $277.00 of a prepaid credit was allowed and abatements in 
the amount of $2,181.05 were allowed, thus leaving uncollected 
$15,405.19 as of January 30, 1954. 

The cash receipts were examined as well as the deferred credit 
and abatements and found to be in order. 

$10,032.57 of prior years taxes was collected and after: exam- 
ination, it was found that these collections had been properly 
handled and the proper years credited. 

A list of unpaid taxes as of January 30, 1954 of all years is 
found in Schedule 2 in this audit report. 

A verification by mail of several uncollected taxes of different 
years were made and were found to be as carried by the tax 
collector’s records. 


ASSESSORS, COUNCILORS AND TOWN MANAGER: 


The Assessors’ Valuation book and other records were carefully 
examined and found to have been correctly prepared and the 
commitment given to the Collector was correct.

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The Town of Lincoln functions under the Council-Manager 
form of government and nearly all the town records are main- 
tained in the office of the Town Manager. 

The minutes of the Council meetings were read and it was 
found that the actions of the Town Manager closely followed 
these records. 

It was found that a double entry system of approved municipal 
accounting was being employed and it is our opinion that they 
were well and completely kept. 

These books were used as the basis of our audit and the Exhibits 
and Schedules herewith are the results of our audit. 

All trust funds were given a careful examination as well as the 
capital reserve funds. Additions to the trust funds were verified 
and all investments were checked. 

It was noted that the notes payable account had reduced its 
annual payment and that a new note in the amount of $15,250.00 
was added during the year. 

Excise tax and parking meter violations were examined and 
verified and found to have been properly handled. 

It was noted that an amount for land damages had been charged 
against overlay but was contrary to the State of Maine laws. 
This was corrected and the total overlay was credited directly 
io unappropriated surplus. 

It would be our opinion that the Town is functioning well under 
the Council-Manager form of government and that it enjoys a 
sound financial structure.

Report of Lincoln Water District 


Since the purchase of the Lincoln Water Co., the following im- 
provements have been made: 

The original pumping station on the lower end of Taylor Street 
was remodeled to make a storeroom and office. 

The water main, from the present pumping station on the upper 
end of Taylor Street to Little Round Pond, a distance of nearly 
five miles, has been relaid with considerable new pipe so that this 
line is now all underground. In laying this line there were two 
bogs to cross as well as Rocky Brook. This was no small job to 
keep the power equipment from sinking and to keep the trench 
pumped out so that the pipe could be laid and the joints made 
properly. The rest of the ground was quite rocky, so much so that 
it was necessary to haul dirt some distance to cover some of the 
pipe in these rocky places. Considerable blasting was necessary 
in this area. The original pipe line was located on the surface of 
the ground. There is 1000 feet more of this transmission line on 
the upper end next to Round Pond which is yet to be replaced by 
transite pipe which is already landed on the job. This 1000 feet is 
clay pipe and is partly clogged with tree roots. As the flow of 
water was sufficient for present needs this job was postponed so 
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that new lines could be laid in Lincoln village this past year. The 
following new lines have been laid in Lincoln: 


Washington Street, 598 feet; Perry Street, 292 feet; Hale Street, 
822 feet; Frederick Street, 120 feet; New School House Line, 438 
feet; Lindsay Street, 198 feet; Second Street, 540 feet; Frost Street, 
696 feet; Clark Street, 428 feet; Edwards Street, 793 feet; Ariel 
Street, 415 feet; Jewell Street, 348 feet; Lincoln Street Ext. to 
Loomis residence, 143 feet; Line to Fire Station, 90 feet; Matta- 
nawcook Street, 624 feet; Total, 6,545 feet.

It was also planned to lay a 6 inch main on MacKenzie Avenue 
and Cushman Street, and possibly Highland Avenue. The last 
street mentioned depending somewhat upon the number of appli- 
cations for water and the amount of money available for con- 
struction work. The pipe has been purchased for all the streets 
mentioned. 

Due to four breaks in the main supply line, probably due to set- 
tling of new pipe in rocky fill, it was necessary to suspend further 
construction of new lines for 1953. 

It will soon be necessary for the Water District to install a new 
and larger pump due to the increased demand for water. The 
Triplex pump which delivers 125 gallons per minute was ample 
for normal supply of water three years ago. The Centrifugal pump 
which delivers 250 gallons per minute barely keeps up with the 
demand today. | 

It is the earnest desire and wish of the Trustees and Superin- 
tendent to give prompt and satisfactory service to customers of 
the Lincoln Water District and the people of Lincoln, and as fast 
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as our financial standing will allow, we will endeavor to improve 
and extend the facilities of the Lincoln Water District.

toilets, washrooms, laundries, and utility rooms for use 
by occupants of the camp. 

5. Method and plan of garbage removal. 

6. Method and plan of sewage disposal. 

7. Plan for water supply. 

8. Plan for electrical lighting of units. 

c. Upon the receipt of application for license or renewal of 
license under the provisions of this ordinance the Lincoln Town 
Council shall give notice of a public hearing upon this request by 
causing to be published in a paper printed within the County a 
notice of the hearing at least 7 days before the date of the hearing 
and by posting in one or more public and conspicuous places 
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within said Town for a period of at least 7 days a copy of the 
notice of hearing; and at such meeting they may grant or deny 
such license or renewal thereof. At any meeting so notified and 
held, they may revoke licenses so granted, if in their opinion there 
is sufficient cause. 

d. Before such license may be issued, there must be a 
favorable recommendation by a majority of the Planning Board 
based on the provisions of this ordinance. 


e. No trailer camp shall be located in the Town of Lincoln 
unless each proposed unit is provided with a separate electrical 
installation properly installed; unless at least fifty per cent of the 
proposed units shall be provided with separate water connections 
and separate sewerage connections; and unless proposed units are 
separated from each other by at least 12 feet in each direction. 


Section 2. Service Building 


Every trailer camp shall have erected thereon at a dis- 
tance not greater than 200 feet from any unit it is designed to 
serve, a suitable building for housing toilets, showers and a laun- 
dry with hot and cold running water, such building to be known 
as a service building. Separate bathing and toilet facilities shall 
be provided for each sex. 

Section 3. Management 
a, In every trailer camp of two or more trailers there shall 
be an office for use by the person in charge of the camp. A copy 
of the camp license and this ordinance shall be posted therein and 
the camp register shall at all times be kept in said office. 
b. It shall be the duty of the attendant or person in charge 
iO: 
1. Keep at all times a register of all camp occupants which 
shall be open to inspection by all law enforcement officers. 
2. Maintain the camp in a clean, orderly, and sanitary con- 
dition at all times. 
3. See that the provisions of this ordinance are enforced. 
Prohibit the lighting of open fires on the premises. 
5. Prohibit the use of any trailer by a greater number of 
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occupants than that which it is designed to accommodate. 
Section 4.. Exceptions 
This ordinance shall not prevent trailers Rees to 
owners, operators or employees of any circus, carnival, or other 
travelling show from parking upon the grounds upon which said 
show is to be exhibited during the time the show is being set up, 
exhibited or taken down. 
Section 5. Penalties for Violation of Ordinance 
Any person found guilty of violating any provision of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
fined not less than five dollars ($5.00) and not more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) and every day such violation exists 
shall constitute a separate offense. 
Section 6. Separability and Conflict 

a. If any section, sub-section, sentence, clause, phrase or 
portion of this ordinance is for any reason held invalid or uncon- 
stitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such portion 
shall be deemed a separate, distinct and independent provision 
and such holding shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions thereof. 

b. All ordinances or by-laws inconsistent with or contrary 
to the provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed, and 
nothing in this ordinance shall be interpreted so as to conflict with 
State legislation regulating trailers or trailer camps.

January 1 to December 31, 1954 


Public health nursing is concerned with healthful 
living for every member of the community. This is 
achieved only by wholehearted community participa- 
tion in the program. 

Home visits to give health supervision have been 
made to expectant mothers, infants and preschool child- 
ren. Health supervision has also been given to the 
handicapped children and to communicable disease 
cases and their contacts. Tuberculin patch tests have 
been given whenever requested by the family physician. 

Child health conferences were held monthly from 
January through August. A total of thirty-three child- 
ren were immunized against diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus and eighteen were vaccinated 
against smallpox. Each child attending the conferences 
has been given a physical examination. 

The services of the state clinics, sponsored by the 
Department of Health and Welfare, have been used 
by several children from Lincoln. Referral to these 
clinics is made by the family physician through the 
public health nurse. X-Ray clinics were held in Lincoln 
in May and November. 

Conferences have been held with the superinten- 
dent of schools and visits made to the schools for con- 
ferences with the teachers. Home visits were made to 
the parents whenever there was a need for the services 
of the nurse. 

During March, April and May immunizations - 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and small- 
pox were given to school children by Dr. Ball, the 
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school physician. 


I wish, at this time, to express appreciation to 
the members of the Health Council and others who 
assisted in the public health nursing program.

Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens: 


I herewith submit the following report of the 
conditions and progress of your schools for the past 
year. 

The following new teachers were employed for 
the school year 1954-1955: Mattanawcook Academy: 
Frank Smith, Social Science, Arithmetic and assistant 
Football Coach; Paul Hinton, English I and II; Francis 


King, Social Science; Richard Gilpatrick, Industrial | 
Arts, and Lois Belyea, Home Economics. Ballard Hill - 


School: Dorothy Fickett, Grade II, and Dorothy Whit- 
ten, Grade I. Primary School: Jacqueline Gilpatrick, 
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Sub-Primary. New Elementary School: Marilyn Gerry, 
Grade VIII, and Annette Royal, Grade VI. Lincoln 
Center School: Carrie Delano, Grades III, IV and V. 

7 In order to staff our schools for the school year 
1954-1955 it was necessary to employ seven additional 
teachers, six elementary teachers and one secondary 
- teacher. In the budget approved by your school com- 
mittee for the school year 1955-1956 an allowance is 
made for one additional elementary teacher. In Sep- 
tember 1955, for the first time in several years, the 
pupil-teacher load in the town of Lincoln will compare 
favorably with the recommendations of the State De- 
partment of Education. Because of this new distribu- 
tion of pupils, each teacher will be able to devote much 
more time to the individual, thus accomplishing more 
than was possible under the over crowded conditions 
which formerly existed. 

After five years of tireless work by your school 
officials, the New Elementary School building has 
become a reality. The people in the town of Lincoln 
have every reason to be proud of this modern new 
building which consists of fourteen classrooms, a multi- 
purpose room, principal’s office, teachers’ work rooms, 
and rooms for preparing and serving hot lunches. 

Due to unforeseen circumstances one wing of the 
building was not ready for occupancy on September 1st 
as had been promised by the contractor, A. P. Wyman. 
For a period of approximately ten weeks it was neces- 
sary to have single sessions in grades IV to VIII inclu- 
sive. This plan though not satisfactory, kept the boys 
and girls in school for a half day during the emergency. 

According to present plans, the hot lunch program 
at the New Elementary School will be starting in Sep- 
tember 1955. In order to put this into operation a 
certain amount of working capital is necessary. An ap- 
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propriation of $2,000 is requested for this purpose. 

The anticipated enrollment at the New Elementary 
School in September 1955 will be approximately 400 
pupils. In order to have adequate play ground facilities 
for this group it will be necessary to develop some of 
the land adjacent to the building. An additional expen- 
diture of money will also be necessary to complete the 
project already partially completed on the athletic field 
at the Academy. Your school officials are asking for 
an appropriation at the annual meeting to take care 
of these items. 

In the maintenance accounts of both the common 
school and high school there is a large balance which 
is being carried forward to be applied to the 1955-1956 
school account. The reason for the balances may be 
attributed largely to two factors. When the budget 
for the school year 1954-1955 was approved by the 
members of your school committee the amount of state 
money which the town would receive in December 1954 
was based on figures submitted by Mr. Kinney, statis- 
tician, Department of Education. In addition to the 
regular subsidy the 96th Legislature in special session 
provided an additional $700,000, for the 1954 General- 
Purpose Aid subsidy for the schools in the State. The 
other factor which attributed to the balance is the 
svstem under which most of the teachers are paid at 
present. Beginning September lst your school com- 
mittee voted to pay those teachers who requested it on 
a fifty-two week basis. The amount of money which the 
teachers have actually earned during the municipal 
year 1954-1955 has not been paid during this period. 
The total expenditure in teachers’ salaries will be re- 
flected in the 1955-1956 school expenditure account. 


The budget approved by your school committee for 
the year 1955-1956 is based on the amount of state 
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money which the town will receive in accordance with 
the statutes now in effect. Under the present law, the 
subsidy computation for December 1955 distribution 
is made on the basis of 1952 State valuation, the aver- 
age of enrollment figures reported on April 1, 1953 
and the average of educational expenditures for the 
fiscal year 1958-1954. Since use of 1952 State valuation 
has resulted in considerable change in subsidy for a 
great number of towns, study is being made of the 
effect of increasing the number of classes, through 
narrowing the dollar value of each class and setting 
new percentage rates with the idea of lessening the 
effect of class changes under the present law. Pending 
indication of attitude on action by the Legislature your 
school officials are accepting the figures in accordance 
with the law as it is now written. 

In closing I wish to thank the teachers, parents, 
and School Committee for their support and cooperation 
during the past year.

I herewith submit my annual sat as principal 
otf Mattanawcook Academy. 


On June 10, 1954, forty-three of the graduating 
class received their diplomas. Seven were graduated 
from the College Preparatory Course, sixteen from 
th Commercial, three from Home Economics, eight 
from the Industrial Arts, and nine from the General 
course. Twelve of the graduates are continuing their 
education. Seven are in college, four are in nurses’ 
training and one is taking a post- bla Ne course at 
Mattanawcook Academy. 

We have had a total registration of 272 students.

Lincoln Memorial Library 


To the Chairman and Members of the Board of 
Trustees: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as lib- 
rarian of the Lincoln Memorial Library. 

It is with joy that I report that new lights have 
been installed in the library this year. For some time 
this has been a problem that has been facing all con- 
cerned. We have felt the needs more and more as the 
reference and research work has increased. Right here, 
I would like to mention that we are very pleased with 
the use being made of the library by the students. We 
find they are a very cooperative group of young people 
and their behavior is above reproach. It is our earnest 
desire to give all possible assistance to the schools 
and the teachers and to put within reach of the young 
people the best in books to inspire a habit of reading. 

Window boxes filled with geraniums and petunias 
were attached to the front windows of the building 
this last summer. At the time of this writing the down- 
stair hallway is getting a new coat of paint, which will 
be a great improvement in the appearance of the build- 
ing. New shelves were added in the auditorium to take 
care of our collection of magazines and to make them 
more accessible. With the use of the Reader’s Guide to 
Periodical Literature it is easy to locate articles in the 
back issues which may be used. for reference. 

The annual summer reading club was conducted 
during the summer. This year we used as our theme 
“Reading Round Up.” A miniature corral was displayed 
on one of the reading tables, and each reader was 
given a card with a picture of a cowboy or a cowgirl 
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which was moved down the corral toward the finish 
line as the required books were read. There were 20 
enrolled and 12 received their diplomas. A total of 351 
books were read. | 

I enjoyed the privilege of attending the Round 
Table conducted by the Maine State Library which was 
held in Brewer. It is always an inspiration and a plea- 
sure to associate with other librarians in the state and 
the ideas and suggestions at these meetings are always 
a welcome lift. The Maine Library Association’s annual 
convention was held at the Samoset Hotel in Rockland. 
This was a memorable meeting. We were very hospit- 
ably received by the Rockland Public Library and the 
City of Rockland. Mrs. Alice Nute of the State Library 
staff conducted the annual workshop on the repairing 
of books which is an endless chore in libraries. Tea was 
served in the Farnsworth Museum and Library. The 
guest speakers were Dr. Herbert G. Espey and Rev. 
Margaret Henrichsen, author of Seven Steeples. 

National Book Week was observed in November. 
New children’s books were displayed and a special ex- 
hibit of the books given by the Lincoln Junior Exten- 
sion Association. The Primary School visited by classes. 
It is always a pleasure to welcome the children to the 
library, and see the joy and ecstasy on their faces as 
they discover the lovely books for their enjoyment. 
The usual story hour started during Book Week with 
a good attendance. We were fortunate to have an ex- 
cellent art exhibit also, which was greatly enjoyed by 
many of the townspeople. Oil and water paintings were 
displayed by Mrs. Jennie McKinnon of Lincoln and 
Mrs. Ella Bishop of Carroll. Another very interesting 
exhibit was the wood carvings of Mrs. Edna Lancaster . 
of South Lincoln. 

In January the Freshman Home Economics class 
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of Mattanawcook Academy accompanied by their teach- 
er, Miss Lois Belyea, visited the library for instruction 
in the selection of children’s books. 

Mrs. Natalie Lindsay became library assistant in 
the fall, filling the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mrs. Lois Thomas. 

I wish to extend our sincere appreciation to the 
Junior Extension Association for their gift to the lib- 
rary again this year; also to all others who have given 
books and magazines. We were very fortunate in re- 
ceiving enough copies of the National Geographic 
Magazine to nearly complete our set. 

We are indebted to the Maine State Library and 
the Bangor Public Library for their excellent service 
in filling requests for material which we-do not have, 
such requests have greatly increased during the past 
year. We are also indebted to the Old Town and Orono 
Public Libraries for the exchange of books which is 
carried out through the year. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the Board of 
Trustees for the interest and support they have shown 
in our efforts to bring good books and printed material 
to all who seek knowledge and enjoyment through read- 
ing and I am especially thankful for the tools and 
equipment which have been added to lighten the work.

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1954, a limited general audit of 
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the financial records of the Town of Lincoln has been 
conducted for the fiscal year ended January 31, 1955. 

The examination was made by Auditor M. E. Libby 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing stand- 
ards that pertain to municipal accounting, and as re- 
commended by the National Committee on Govern- 
mental Accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis con- 
sistent with that of the preceding year, and included 
all procedures which were considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exception as may be noted in the accompanying com- 
ments. 

The financial and statistical sections, incorporated 
in this report, present the result of the town’s financial 
operations for the period designated.

COMMENTS 
Town of Lincoln 
February 1, 1954 to January 31, 1955 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Lincoin has been completed for the municipal year 
ended January 31, 1955. The audit included an exam- 
ination of certain financial records which were main- 
tained by the town officers. The examination consisted 
of a review of cash transactions as well as an analysis 
of available funds and expenditures and the results 
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are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the town. 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that expendi- 


tures exceeded available funds by $4,112.04, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Overdrafts $18,895.21 
Unexpended Balances 14,783.17 
Net Overdrafts $ 4,112.04 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in cer- 
tain instances where emergencies arise in highway acti- 
vities and then only to the extent of abe me of the high- 
way appropriation. 

Assets

The cash balance of $91,882.09 was reconciled with 
the bank statement furnished by the Lincoln Trust 
Company, Lincoln, Maine and petty cash on hand. A 
count of cash was made at the date of audit and recon- 
ciled with the closing balance at January 31, 1955. 


Other assets, including taxes, accounts receivable, 
tax liens, and tax acquired property were reviewed and 
verification undertaken to determin their validity at 
the year end. Unpaid accounts were also reconciled with 
the balances shown on the records of the selectmen. 
Investments of $27,220.91 in time deposits, represent 
a part of the proceeds of the bond issue for school con- 
struction. It was noted that assessments for sewer con- 
struction in 1952, 1953 and 1954 had not been recorded 
on the town books. 
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Deferred Revenue 


The deferred revenue totaling $6,149.22, repre- 
sents prepaid 1955 taxes of $256.00 and prepaid 1955 
excise taxes amounting to $5,893.22. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpend- 
ed balance of $83,930.78 (Exhibit D) at the year end, 
this amount representing various operating account 
balances and an overdraft which were carried forward 
to the ensuing year. 

The parking meter reserve of $4,980.04 represents 
the unused portion of fees collcted. 

Social security deductions due the State of Maine 
totaled $131.18 at January 31, 1955. 

The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted 
to $44,492.14, a decrease of $4,150.59 for the year. 
This change was occasioned principally by the excess 
of expenditures over available funds. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding 
school construction bonds of $260,000.00, sewer con- 
struction notes of $15,760.77 and school construction 
notes of $12,000.00 which mature at various dates and 
are to be retired from revenue of future years. 


Trust and Reserve Funds 


The total amount of trust fund principals was 
$27,550.00 at the year end and unexpended income 
amounted to $159.91. The funds were invested as 
follows: 


U. S. Savings Bonds $27,100.00 
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Time Deposits 609.91 


Total $27,709.91 
New trust funds accepted during the current year 


amounted to $1,600.00. 


The capital reserve fund for school construction 
is represented by U. S. Savings Bonds of $10,000.00 
and time deposits of $1,158.63. 


Available Funds and Expenditures 


A statement of available funds and expenditures 
for the current year is presented on Exhibit B. Total 
available funds of $627,273.26 and total expenditures 
amounting to $631,385.30 reflected expenditures ex- 
ceeding available funds by $4,112.04. 

A method of effectively canceling paid invoices 
should be adopted. This may be accomplished either 
by perforation or a rubber stamp device. 


General 


The examination of the town clerk’s records re- 
vealed that the transfer of excise tax collections of 
$9,000.00 to highways and bridges and $9,000.00 to 
the snow removal account was authorized by a vote 
of the townspeople. 

The townspeople also authorized the councilors 
and treasurer to issue notes totaling $12,000.00 for 
school building purposes in addition to the amount 
authorized at the special town meeting of June 15, 
1958. Authority was granted to expend the capital 
reserve funds of $10,000.00 and accrued interest for 
school building construction, although no money was 
expended for this purpose in the current year. 

It was voted to reappropriate all account balances 
as of January 30, 1954. 
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The Cobb Fund relating to the Mattanawcook 
Academy is not included in this report, as a separate 
report will be made covering the fund’s transactions. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. External verifications were utilized 
to determine the correctness of recorded assets and 
liabilities. Surety bond coverages were examined. 
Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
the copies of receipts retained by the collector. 


Trust fund and capital reserve fund transactions 
were reviewed. The securities and savings account 
balances of these funds were verified by actual inspec- 
tion or certificates from the depositories. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations 
of the municipality were reviewed to determine that 
related financial transactions were properly adminis- 
tered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed advis- 
able to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheets 
and supporting information fairly present the finan- 
cial position of the town at January 31, 1955, and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.

Budget Committee Report 


Five of the seven members of the budget com- 
mittee met March 7 after some members had previously 
met twice with the council and town manager. 


It appeared that the operating accounts listed 
under article 7 in the warrant were, for the most part, 
justified. The committee made only two changes in 
these. One increased the fire department by a net 
amount of $200 to provide more adequate compensa- 
tion for the fire chief. The other decreased the police 
department by a net amount of $483 to retain the 
equality in pay of the policemen and firemen which we 
established last year. 


We would like to point out that the amount which 
we recommend under article 7 totals $279,533.57. This 
represents an increase of $34,711.36 above the amounts 
appropriated for the same accounts last year. Of this 
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increase $25,763.02 falls in the category of school ac- 
counts which appear necessary due to the construction 
of the new school. The total amount recommended 
under article 7 alone together with the county tax, 
Lincoln-Chester Bridge District and overlay exceeds 


' the total amount raised last year by a small amount. 


The committee examined the special articles in the 
warrant and found that many of them represented 
worthy expenditures. However, in view of the general 
increase in the budget, the committee felt that the 
people should carefully study them and decide which 
of them should be approved.

CHAPTER 92, SECTION 36 OF THE REVISED STATUTES, 1954 

“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give season- 
able notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in 
some public place in the town or shall notify them, in such other way 
as the town directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 1st day 
of April of the same year. If any resident owner after such notice, 
or any non-resident owner after being reasonably requested thereto 
by the assessors, does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred 
of his right to make application to the assessors or the county com- 
missioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed. The request upon non-resident owners may 
be proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known address - 
of the taxpayer or given by any other method that brings notice home 
to the taxpayer.
